Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-4, 7 and 8 are allowed. 

Claims 1, 5, 6 and 9-11 have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references of record do not teach either singularly or in combination at least 
the limitations "before the gold bump is formed on the titanium layer, the step of 
removing titanium oxide (TiO) or titanium dioxide (Ti02) that may have been formed on 
the titanium layer and etching the aluminum layer, nickel-vanadium layer and the 
titanium layer using gold bump as a mask wherein the gold bump is substantially 
unaffected during the etching step " or "etching the aluminum layer, nickel-vanadium 
layer and the titanium layer using gold bump as a mask wherein gold bump is 
substantially unaffected during the etching step, wherein said etching comprises an 
acidic solution or HCI as an etchant" in a method of forming the gold electrode having 
the aluminum, nickel-vanadium and titanium layers formed in sequence on the 
aluminum pad.
